Many people talk about love 
Some seem to have more of it 
than others.

fluences. Although an enemy 
has outraged you and did you 
great injury, if you have the love 
that loves you will bless and help 
that enemy at the very first op- 
portunity. 

Love that loves is a sure cure 
for all ills—strife,hatred, malice, 
backbiting, etc. Paul says that a 
servant of the Lord must not 
strive, that is, he must not con- 


‘|tend in. emulation. But this love 


that loves will have no tendency 
toward that kind of contention. 
No advantage will be taken for 
the purpose of “downing the 
other fellow.” Love that loves 
takes out such a spirit as that. 
It is calm, quiet, peaceable, 
loving, tender, gentle and long- 
suffering. 


This love that loves is a sure 





‘cure for hatred. One cannot have 


bitter aversion—dislike fora- 
nother because of some injury he 
has inflicted upon him. If one 
has hatred in his heart it is evi- 
dence that he does not’ have as 
much of that love that loves as 
he should have. Jesus. taught 
that His followers should love 
heir enemies, and not hate them 
This means to do them good and 
not harm. Hatred cannot remain 
where love that loves abides and 
abounds. All such evil tendency 
slinks away under the pointed 
rays of that heavenly virtue that 
never fails—love that loves. 


Malice cannot live in a heart 
filled with this wonderful love 
that loves. There can be no evil 
intention to injure others. There 
can be no desire for such a 
thing. No illwill or spite can re- 
main—no rancor,no ill-feelings, 
no grudge, no animosity, no ten- 
dency to slander or perform any 
hurtful act in any way that will 
injure another.

vertising put their church on 





the map in a wonderfully short 
| time, and its influence is felt ev- 
\ exywheve. But to do this they 
|have not set back on their oars 
and kept their story to them- 
selves; everywhere you have 
found their story and they have 
succeeded in making it very in- 
teresting. Pastor Russell has 
also made believers everywhere 
through a very remarkable sys- 
tem of advertising. I am sorry 
that these things are true, and 
| yet they teach us a wonderful 
‘lesson indeed. 

One terrible obstacle to the 
Pentecostal movement is the 
adverse advertising we get. Sup 
pose one of our ministers plans 
to pitch his tent ina certain 
town, the devil through various 


channels precedes the comng of 
the revival meeting, and does 


this with wrong reports of us. 
It is logical to believe that if a 
person hears only ill of the 
Church before its coming, he will 
in that measure be prejudiced 
against it. Whereas if the 
church would do a little ad- 
vance work to counteract this 
prejudice,the minds of tHe people 
would be more generally open 
for the Church. 

So-often I have heard the 
report: ““We are in a new place 
and the opposition is terrible.” 
Of course the opposition is ter- 
rible. The advance agents of the 
enemy have already bill posted 
the new territory and shaped 
opinion in opposition to the 
Church, whereas the Church 
may have had only a single 
spokesman, or none at all in the 
place. The people hear only one 
side of the case, and as_ there 
is no one to plead the cause of 
the Church, there is apparent- 
ly no argument for the Church. 


Let us take an example in 
something about which we all 
know. A circus is coming to a 
certain town. The managers 
say, “We have a big show, it 
isn’t necessary for us to adver- 
tise with bill posters and news- 
papers that we are coming.” 
But an enemy sends men to the 
place to rumor that the show is 
bursted up, the animals dead, 
and the troupe on ai strike. 
That show will fail. But if they 
precede their coming with bill 
posters and flaming announce- 
iments that makes everyone 
think it is going to be a great 
show, there will be a gala day 
and a holiday for the show, and 
people will come for miles a-

round looking to see great 
things—anxious to see it. 


Just so the church—we must 
appeal to the same people as 
the show if we are to save the 
world—-we should tell the 
people we are coming, and not 
tell them merely that we are 
coming, but tell them of ‘the 
wonderful things they are going 
to see and hear. Make it a good 
story, and make people anxious 
for the day that we are coming; 
make them look forward to it 
and hunger for the great story 
that will be told. Tell them of 
the blessings that will come 
from the presence of the Lord; 
explode the terrible lies which 
the enemy is circulating about 
us. 


I fear that we have always 
felt too much comfort from the 
feeling that persecutions ‘bring 
people into the fold. That is 
quite true in some _ instances, 
but I believe we should think a 
little more carefully on _ that 
point. I am inclined to believe 
that persecutions have kept 
more people out of the blessing 
than it has brought into it. On 
the other hand I know that 
when persecutions are greatest 
those who are already in the 
faith are by the Grace of God 
made strongest. 


Someone Remarks: “We’ll go 
ahead and preach the _ gospel 
and God will take care of the 
rest.” Yes, He will. I some- 
times wonder though if He does 
not do it in spite of us rather 
than on account of us. He has 
given, us faculties to think, 
voices to use, and physical 
strength to work with. If we go 
ahead with these alone we will 
fail. If we dispense with these 
we will fail. I am convinced that 
the Lord will have us use our 
heads. I will tell you why the 
man who prays the most is 
most successful. When he is 
praying his mind is on his 
Christian work, he is thinking 
in the Spirit of the Lord. 


You and I are convinced that 
the doctrine of the Church of 
God is the one best thing for any 
man, woman or child in the 
whole world. Now our mission is 
to convince the men, women and 
children of the whole world that 
it is the best thing for them. To 
convince them let’s tell them. 
But how tell them? By advertis- 
ing. Nearly everybody now reads 
papers of some kind, or maga- 
zines. We should have an adver- 
tisement of the Church of God 
and good old Bible religion in 
those magazines. I want to tell 
you it will pay. It will cost 
money, but it will pay. I am con- 
vinced that it will pay in any 
method you figure it. In New 
York in the Spring of 1918 I 
spent for one concern more than 
$50,000 for advertising. The re- 
sults were astounding even to 
myself. And that figure is small 
for an advertising campaign, 
for business houses of this 
world. Brethren, if it pays the 
people of this world to use 
these methods, why can’t we 
use it for spreading the work of 
the Lord? I am very sure that 
it is a wonderful method that 
we have very unfortunately 
neglected, and I do believe that 
the time is ripe for the church 
to take full advantage of it. 
Tell the people of the great 
salvation, and tell it to them 
through mediums of large cir- 
culation. Automobile people 
have their advertising in a me 
dium with a circulation of more 
than 2,000,000 weekly, and it 
pays them. They get their mes- 
sage before two million people 
a week from this one magazine 
alone. Why shouldn’t that two 
million know about the blessing 
of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, the Church of God, Di- 
vine Healing, and Sanctification, 
and I venture that a canvass of 
the circulation of that paper 
would show that less than five 


hundred out of the two million 
have received the Holy Ghost 
or have even so much as heard 
that there is a Holy Ghost ex- 
cept in the Apostle’s Creed. It’s 
a wonderful field, and a new 
field. As to the details and 
methods of this advertising, a 
good plan is very clear in my 
own mind, which however, can- 
not well be outlined in this 
article, but this article will 
serve to start a line of thinking 
among our energetic brethren 
and faithful sisters. 


For the benefit of those who 
entertain some fears as to the 
advisibility of this great pub- 
licity and advertising campaign, 
I want to draw a little compari- 
son. Perhaps some will say the 
Aposties didn’t do that, there- 
fore we shouldn't. Now observe, 
we can get our message before 
millions of people that are now 
wot hearing it, and we can do it 
within a comparatively short 
time by means of this adver- 
tising. Suppose just because 
the Apostles went from place to 
place on the backs of burroughs 
and little donkeys, or in small 
sailing vessels, we were to say 
we would go on them rather 
than go on fast express trains, 
automobiles, and ocean liners 
to carry the gospel of Jesus— 
just because the Apostles did. I 
am willing for you to draw all 
conclusions. 


While this big advertising 
scheme may seem entirely too 
large to undertake right away, 
plausible as it may be, there is 
some little advertising we can 
do that will be worth while and 
at the same time almost inex- 
pensive. For example, every 
church in every town should 
see that there is an announce- 
ment of the Pentecostal services 
and the address of the Church in 
every hotel and depot in the 
city. Many times stopping for 
days in certain cities I was un- 
able to find the Pentecostal 
People. 


It isn’t a bad idea to send an- 
nouncements of the various re- 
vivals to the Evangel, but how 
much better it would be to see 
that the revivals are announced 
in the newspapers so that there 
will be a crowd for the preacher 
when he comes, and he won’t 
have to waste his energy and 
patience preaching to many 
empty seats. Some may say that 
they will have crowds without 
advertising. Granted. Then the 
advertising will not be to get 
crowds, but to give prestige to 
the Church. The public reading 
it as an advertising announce- 
ment will conclude that the 
Pentecostal Movement is grow- 
ing in strength, and you'll find 
a feeling of this kind by the gen- 
eral public will be of great ad- 
vantage to the Church. You say, 
“T am willing for God to make 
this prestige.” I am, too; but who 
knows but that this is one plan 
of His for doing it? 

I have been studying _ stati- 
stics of Pentecostal Revivals 
for the past season or two. 
Twenty receiving the ' Holy 
Ghost in a series of meetings is 
comparatively high, whereas in 
other years it was as high as 
one hundred, in m&ny meetings 
hundreds. Are our crowds just 
as large now? If not, then ad- 
vertise a little and they will in- 
crease. Is the membership of the 
Church less than in other years? 
If so, there should be some 
strong advertising to build up 
interest among the people in 
and out of the Church. Are there 
many faces formerly seen reg- 
ulary at the church who are 
seen no more? If so, they have 
lost interest. Stir them-up with 
some strong advertising and a- 
rouse the interest again. It will 
prove to be some of the finest 
preaching you have ever done. 


Brethren, what I have been 
studying about for a long time 

“How can we spread the full 
gospel on a grand scale?” 

The possibilities of advertis- 
ing in general mediums- as a 





means of spreading the gospel 
are very wonderful indeed, and 
I believe you will after a little 
reflection see the great possi- 
bilities. There has been a steady 
increase and a substantial one, 
yet the increase should be great- 
er. Let us prove ourselves to be 
progressive, and let each year 


be a more profitable year than |' 


the year before, bringing mul- 
titudes into the fold. 
methods we have been using 
are not as successful now as in 
other years,
